How the Rugged Reck Is Converted Inte 
Polished Variegated Siabs. 

Few people who stand before a finished 

monument or mantel, or even a soda water 


in oblong biocks cut out by means of 


Except when des for statuary or 
building purposes the first thing the manu- 
facturer does is to place the block of marble. 

in order to saw it into 


about twelve or thirteen feet in diameter. 
This wheel is fixed in a vertical shaft which 
revolves on two chilled steel friction balls, 
placed one upon the other, and inclosed in a 
cast-iron box whichis kept well supplied 
with oil. The box itself is firmly imbedded 
in a stone foundation, and the entire struct- 


When the slab leaves the rubbing-bed it 
is com vely smooth, and is ready to be 
cut out by hand into its final shape. It then 
passes into the hands of the polishers, who 
are provided with rubbers made of ordinary 
ticking rolled up into a mop of about three 
or four inches in diameter and sewed firmly 
through and through. With these they rub 
the surface of the slab back and forth, hour 
after hour, until they bring out the high 
polish so much admired. The marbie is 
first rubbed with grit, then with pumice 
stone, and then with hone. On some white 
marbles oxalic acid is then used, and finally 
the finishing touches are given with putty 
of zinc. On colored marbles emery and 
French putty, prepared with sulphur and 
lead, are used. It is es ted that cach 
square footof surface hed costs one 
man four hours of steady work. . 

In gilding, four or five gold leaves are 
blown into a cushion made of a board cov- 
ered with chamois. The gilder cuts it into 
strips a quarter of an inch wide, lays it on 
the marble with his tip,“ then “cottons ”’ 
it on, after which he rubs it down with a 
fine hair brush in order to smooth the laps 
and form an even and continuous surface. | 
He then cleans off the edges with cuttle fish. 
Great dexterity is acquired by gilders, and 
they seem to handle with the ease 
the delicate gold leaf which the shghest 
breath of air is sufficient to carry off, and 
which in inexperienced hands is utterly un- 
manageable.

Settled Policy. 
Wasuineton, Jan. 31.—The meeting 
of the Republican Senators to-dav in 
caucus was productive of results in the 
adoption of a resolution insisting upon 
the admission as States, North and 
South Dakota, Montana and Washing- 


ton. While it was regarded as expe- 
dient that Constitutional Conventions 
should be called in the two Dakotas to 
pass upon the new Constitutions, the 
Senators are resolved that another 
vote will not be required upon the 
question of division. There was a lack 
of unanimity, however, in regard to 
New Mexico, as ators were not 
wanting in support of the adoption of 
a non-partisan policy which would in- 
clude that Territory. It was urged on 
the other hand that, owing to the 

ullarities of the people of New 
— the Territory was not fitted 
for admission. Statements contained 
in the petition from Albuquerque 
against admission, recently presented 
to Congress, were quoted with effect 
in this connection. The final decision 
of the caucus was that the Committee 
on Territories should frame a substitute 
for the House bill, and its rejection by 
the House would saddle that body 
with an unpleasant responsibility to 
to the people of the West. When this 
bill is made it will be pushed through 
the Senate with expediticn, as it is 
the desire to reach a conference stage 
at the earliest possible moment of this 
session.

* PARLOR-CAR SPIES. 


Work of the Regular Watchers of Pull- 
man Conductors and Porters. 

Special agents go every week or two on 
each train that runs with the Pullman Pal- 
ace Car Company’s cars. They are the 
company’s check on the conductors and 
porters. The special agents are sent from 
the company’s headquarters and are known 
only there. They correspond to the spot- 
ters of street-car companies, though they 
are better paid and have a more pleasant 
time of it, as they have nothing to do but to 
travel around, watch what is going on, and 
report it. 

A special form is printed by the company 
for the use of these agents. A copy of it 
came into the hands of u New York Sux ro- 
porter. It is Form 109 of the company’s 
blanks, and anumber of things are to be 
filled in. These items include the line, the 
car, the conductor’s name, the porter’s 
name, fröm where to where, the time of de- 
parture, the time of arrival, and the route, 
the number of the special agent’s ticket, the 
office he bought it at, the cost, and the num- 
ber of his check. These are required asa 
check on him and his expenses. 

After this prelude he is to tell the con- 
dition of the ventilation of the ear, whether 
the hand railings are wiped, the platforms 
swept, and the stepping box put out at im- 
portant stations. The agent must observe 
whether the porter uses the stepping box 
and wears his jacket in making berths and 
in putting them up again, and whether the 
conductor assists the porter when the pas- 
sengers are in a hurry to go to bed. The 
technical expression of the reportis: “If 
Conductor assists Porter in making up and 
down berths when passengers are in hurry 
to retire.”” Conductor and Porter in the re- 
port are spelled with capital letters, as be- 
comes men of importance. The agent is to 
watch if soiled linen is exposed unueces- 
sarily, and if the conductor or porter drink, 
played cards, smoke, or take naps when 
they ought to be awake. If the conductor 
or porter pays visits to other cars or leave 
their own car for a moment, the special 
agent is to report them. They are also to 
be reported if they are unduly familiar. 
The porter is to be reported if he does not 
occupy a position commanding a view of 
the berths while he blacks shoes, and the 
conductor is to be reported if he allows 
train employes to remain in the body of the 
car. Trainmen must stay in the ends of the 


car. 

One side of the folded report is to tell 
these things. On the other side is a blank 
for adetailed statement of every berth in 
the car, both upper and lower. The 
berths occupied by the con ductor and porter 
are to be marked specially. The occupant 
of each berth ia to be given and the dis- 
tance he travels. At the foot isa marking 
space for the manner and efficiency of the 
conductor and the porter. When the blank 
is filied out it is turned in at the company’s
